The wave of crime which has 
swept this country since war began 
reached its peak last year, Jespite 
the activities of the police, specfai 
inspectors of the Department of 
avppies, and L.S.F. patrois.

In 1942, in Dublin, there were 
1.295 cases of housebreaking, as 
against 652 in. 1939; larcenies 7,736 
cases in 1942, as against 3,898 in 
1959, and bicycle thefts 1,975 Jast 
year, compared with 956 in 1938. In 
ithe whole of Eire the number of 
thefts imcreased from 1,160 in 1938 
to 35,595 last year.

Despite 
this, however, parents are not taking 
advantage of the facilities for im- 
munisation at the nine public health 
clinics in Dublin. 

Dr. M.. J. Russell, Dublin City 
Medical. Officer of Health, yesterday 
said that diphtheria is very preyalent 
in Dublin at present. Statistics of 
immunisation have shown that the 
increase of cases in Dublin is due to 
the return of the wave of diphtheria, 
which strikes the city about every 
ten years. This disease, as it occurs 
in Dublin, is very deadly, and par- 
ticularly so in the case of defenceless 
infant children. Those under five 
years are in the greatest danger. 
Two out of every three deaths 
recorded occurred among children 
under this age, he said, The younger 
the child at the time of the attack, 
the more likely was the disease to 
prove fatal. 
Immunisation almost invariably 
protected a child against the form 
of the disease current in Dublin. and 
immunised children who contracted 
it were almost certain to reeover. 
Since immunisation came into use 
in Dublin, about ten years ago, 
140,000 children had been treated in
